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REMARKS 

Cancellation of claims is made without prejudice to the applicant's right to pursue 
claims of the same or similar scope in a duly filed continuing application. 

Support for the amendment and new claims is found throughout the specification. 

For example, amendment to 97 is described in Example I in its entirety, beginning at 
page 29. Support for new claim 166 is found at the same location. 

The subject matter of new claims 157 and 167 is described at page 19, lines 5 through 

8. 

The subject matter of new claims 158 and 168 is described at page 40, lines 21 
through 22. 

The subject matter of new claims 159 and 169 is described at page 42, lines 1 1 
through 15. 

The subject matter of new claims 160 and 170 is described at page 42, lines 1 1 
through 16. 

The subject matter of new claims 161 and 171 is described at page 17, beginning at 
line 24, through page 18, lines 15. 

The subject matter of new claims 162 and 172 is described at page 42, lines 1 1 
through 15. 

The subject matter of new claims 163, 164, 173 and 174 is described beginning at 
page 5, line 33, through page 6, line 1 1 . 

The subject matter of new claims 165 and 174 is described at page 16, lines 12 
through 26. 

The subject matter of new claim 176 is described at page 15, lines 15 through 22. 
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CONCLUSION 

The applicant submits that the subject matter of the amended and new claims is 
directed to the same subject matter of the claims designated as Group III by the examiner and 
thus, this paper is fully responsive to the examiner's restriction requirement.
